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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 01/07/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Examiner maintains the rejections in the first Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gilbert in view of Evans. 

The Applicant is referred to the first Office action. 

The Applicant has argued that "The Examiner does not provide a single 
motivation for either combining Gilbert with Evans, other than the assertion that Evans 

provides a basis for rejecting claims involving Braille the Examiner does not discuss 

the alterations to Gilbert needed to obtain the invention. The reason why seems clear: 
Gilbert is not the invention as claimed by the applicant, nor is there a justification for any 
modification to Gilbert to get the invention claimed". The Applicant continues "However, 
there are no findings that would justify a motivation to modify Gilbert to achieve any of 
teachings of invention, much less teaching in the claims. Further, the Examiner does 
not provide any findings to justify the modifications or combinations". 

4. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
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where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the patent to 
Evans discloses a word forming game comprising a plurality of playing pieces or tiles 
having word indicia and Braille 15. In view of such teaching, it would have been 
obvious to incorporate Braille to Gilbert's playing pieces or tiles in order for blind 
players to play Gilbert's game. The previous statement in bold is the motivating 
statement for combining the references.
